“These barges will be of inestimable value in develop- 
ing our new West Coast Island forest management license.” 

Proponents of the self-unloaders claim speed, economy, 
and efficiency as their main virtues. -The fact that iogs 
are carried dry, not ‘subjected to long periods in the wat>r, 
is another plus factor. 

The principle of operation is simple 
across the beam of the barge. On reaching their destina- 
tion at the mill pond, valves are opened-to let sea-water 
pour into tanks on either port or starboard side. The water

Under ideal conditions, a Davis raft would require at 
least four days for the same tow. 

The Island Fir was loaded in less than four days. To 
make up a Davis containing the same amount of timber 
would take two to three weeks. 

And the barge, as mentioned above, shook off wee cargo 
in less than half an hour, To break up and boom a Davis 
takes about five days. 

But one of the main advantages of the self-unloaders, 
say towboat men, is the fact they can travel. in weather 
which is impossible for raft towing. The barges tow at 
seven to eight knots; Davis rafts often move at not much 
over one knot. 

Island Fir, which completed her first tow Sunday, fs 
one of two coastwise tankers converted by Yarrows for 
Island Tug & Barge. Work on a third started today. Island 
Tug & Barge purchased seven tanker hulls in all, and all will 
be eventually converted as self unloaders.

Conquering a fear is one of 
the most exhilar: experi 
ences a person possibly 
have. There is ing quite so

I have made myself do this 
many times dur my life, and 
the way it makes me feel is out 
of this world. Try it sometime! 

Usually the person or the sit 
uation is not nearly so bad as 
you had supposed but even if 
it is, if you stand right up to it 
it seems to lose its 
power to frighten or worry you 
any more Just shrug your 
shoulders. and realize the con 
quences can't possibly be as bad 
as you had imagined. 

And, of course, your little 
worries tend. to disappear when 
you know what they are.. A 
psychiatrist, for example, at- 
tempts to find out what is .caus-; 
ing the trouble. He may find 
that it is rooted in. a-chiidhood 
experience. Once the cause of 
the trouble is uncovered it is 
much easier to conquer it. 

There is no doubt about it, a 
psychiatrist offers expert ad 
vice and should be consulted if 
a person's fears are enough to 
make her physically and emo- 
tionally sick.
